Israeli air force resumes bombing in Jordan Valley 
N. Vietnam 
raiders 
kill 24 


SAIGON 
(UPI) 
- A band of 200 
North Vietnamese 
raiders 
stormed 
into 
a northern village overnight and 
killed 
24 persons - all but three of 
them civilians - Allied military head­ 
quarters said today. 
The attack into Mai Linh, a village 
85 miles 
southwest of Da Nang, left 
170 homes destroyed and another six 
Vietnamese civilians wounded, accord­ 
ing to the announcement. 
Military spokesmen 
said the North 
Vietnamese 
troops escaped without ap­ 
parent casualties. It was their third 
such raid against a village in the north­ 
ern war zone in a week. 
Three of the slain defenders of Mai 
Linh were South Vietnamese militia­ 
men. 
It was the costliest Viet Cong or North 
Vietnamese attack reported today. Com­ 
muniques said ground fighting remain­ 
ed at “current low levels” across South 
Vietnam. 
In Saigon, the acting U.S. ambassa­ 
dor to South Vietnam held a lst-minute 
session with President Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu today before the White House an­ 
nouncement of more U.S. troop cutbacks 
in Vietnam. 


The flurry of top level Saigon meet­ 
ings following President Nixon’s review 
of Vietnam policy last week indicated 
possible hesitance on Thieu’s part to 
accept another U.S. withdrawal. 
Vice president Nguyen Cao Ky of South 
Vietnam told newsmen Monday night 
Nixon would announce the withdrawal of 
40,500 
more American troops from 
the war zone by the end of November. 
On the battlefield, 
U.S. soldiers 
fought a series of skirmishes Monday 
with Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
troops, killing 145 guerrillas while los­ 
ing five killed and 47 wounded them­ 
selves, U.S. headquarters said. 
Most of the American casualties — 
four killed and 36 wounded — were suf­ 
fered in a seven-hour battle between 
U.S. 
Marines and North 
Vietnamese 
troops just below the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ). 
Communist 
losses were not 
known, spokesmen said.

C Richard 
Henning filed his nomination papers in 
Lompoc yesterday in a bid to retain his 
seat in Division 1, against challenger, 
Lompoc Attorney Gary J. Dunlap, nlfred 
B. (Burt) Jory, retired Buellton rest- 
auranteur, will run against William Lai- 
anjo, in Division 4. 
It is only the second time in the 30- 
year history of the water district that 
candidates have come forth to cha.lenge 
the incumbents. The previous occasion 
was in 1967 when Virgil Phelps ran 
successfully against William Cooper in 
Division 2, Lompoc.

The Israeli air force 
swept into ac­ 
tion today after a one day respite and 
bombed and strafed Arab guerrilla bas­ 
es 
in the 
Jordan Valley, a military 
spokesman reported in Tel Aviv. The 
spokesman also reported new violence 
in the occupied Gaza Strip. 
The spokesman said the planes hit one 
base at Tel-Hugeiga, about three miles 
east of the Jordan River in the northern 
Jordan 
Valley, and another at Wadi el 
Arab, 
about six miles east of the Jor­ 
dan River opposite the Eibbuts of Gash- 
er and Never Ur. 


He said the action lasted 20 minutes 
and all Israeli planes returned 
safely 
to their bases. With the exception of 
Monday, 
Israeli 
planes had been in 
action every day since last Tuesday’s 
ground, sea and air at tack a gainst Egypt. 


In the Gaza Strip, 
Arab terrorists 
hurled a hand grenade into the central 
market place, killing an Israeli woman 
and wounding her son and 16 Arabs. 
Police immediately 
threw up road 
blocks and announced later “a number of 
suspects had been rounded up. 
Gaza 
City shops closed and traffic 


slackened after the explosion and during 
the search 
for suspects. Officials did 
not immediately disclose the names of 
the blast victims. 
Gaza 
City, 
28 miles south of Tel 
Aviv, was seized by Israeli forces dur­ 
ing the June, 1967 War. 


Israeli officials also announced they 
had deported to Jordan two Arabs, Hus­ 
sein 
Bader, 
35, 
and Ibrahim Kwas- 
na, 29, 
who were accused of maintain­ 
ing 
contact with terrorist 
organiza­ 
tions. Bader was a former education in­ 
spector 
in Israeli-occupied 
Hebron 


and Kwasna, a pharmacist. 
In Egypt, the semiofficial newspaper 
A1 Ahram said the Big Four powers must 
force 
Israel “ to give up her continued 
aggressions” if they want their talks 
at the United Nations on the Middle 
East to be successful. 


In an editorial, 
the newspaper wel­ 
comed the expected revival of the talks 
within the next 
few days but said the 
conversations should be based on new 
foundations if they are to be effective. 
The Big Four discussions were sus­ 
pended July 1 pending results from abi- 


lateral 
exchange between Washington 
and Moscow.

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Nixon to pull out 35,000 


denounce 


withdrawal 


PARIS (UPD — The V7iet Cong today 
formally denounced President Nixon’s 
decision to withdraw 35,000 men from 
Vietnam as a "maneuver aimed at ap­ 
peasing American and world public opin­ 
ion.” Hanoi said it still wanted all 
American troops out of Vietnam. 
In a more positive development the 
North Vietnamese delegation announced 
it had agreed to receive four Texas wom­ 
en whose husband-pilots were shot down 
over North Vietnam but whose fate are 
not known. However this was only a side­ 
light to the peace talks. 
The "Provisional Revolutionary Gov­ 
ernment” of the Viet Cong issued a 
formal statement denouncing the Nixon 
statement while sources close to the Han­ 
oi delegation said "We demand an im­ 
mediate and complete withdrawal of all 
American troops. The Communists have 
demanded this from the beginning. 
The four American wives who came 
here from Dallas, Tex., are trying to 
find out if their husbands are alive or 
dead. An official at the U.S. delegation 
expressed gratification when told the 
Hanoi delegation had promised to re­ 
ceive the wives and offered American 
help if necessary. 
A Hanoi spokesman told UPI, "The four 
ladies called on our headquarters early 
today. But they did not have an appoint­ 
ment beforehand and therefore could 
not have been received. But of course, 
they will be received at the delegation.’’’ 
The spokesman said he did not know 
when the meeting would be arranged or 
whether the four American women would 
be received in person by Col. Ha Van 
Iau, the urbane deputy Hanoi peace ne­ 
gotiator standing in for delegation chief 
Xuan Thuy. 
The four were Mrs. Bonnie Singleton, 
wife of Capt. Jerry Singleton; Mrs. Joy 
Jeffrey, wife of Capt. Robert Jeffrey; 
Mrs. Sandy McElhanon, wife of Maj. 
Michael McElbanon, and Mrs. Paula 
Hartness, wife of Capt. Gregg Hartness.

The $49,500 Federal grant will go to 
Boyle Engineering Co., of Ventura, if 
the grant is received as expected. Sup­ 
ervisors approved the drawing up of a 
contract with the company, which was 
recommended by a steering committee 
of the Santa Barbara County-Cities Area 
Planning Council.

ment F. Haynsworth Jr. denied conflict 
of interest today at the opening of Sen­ 
ate hearings 
on his nomination to be 
Court.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on 
announced today 35,000 more GIs 
will be withdrawn from Vietnam by Dec. 
16. “ The time has come to enid this 
war,” he said in a new appeal to Hanoi 
for meaningful peace talks. 
The new pullout, on top of 25,000 
announced three months ago and com­ 
pleted in August, will bring the total 
withdrawals 
of American troops to 
60,000 by Dec. 15. 
Nixon, in a written statement releas­ 
ed by the White House, said the reduc­ 
tion of 
U.S. 
troop strength to a new 
ceiling of less than half a million (the 
total number now there was 508,000 as 
of last week) “ Is a significant step.” 


"The time for meaningful 
negotia­ 
tions has arrived,” he said referring to 
the long-stalled Paris talks. “ I realize 
that it is difficult to communicate across 
the gulf of five years of war. But the 
time has come to end this war.” 
The White House said later that at 
least half the 35,000 men in the second 
phase of the withdrawal would be com­ 
bat troops. The Pentagon will Issue Wed­ 
nesday a list of specific 
units to be 
pulled out. 
No deadline has been set for a third- 
stage 
withdrawal, White House sourc­ 
es said, but said Nixon will keep the 
matter under constant review. 
However, 
House Republican Leader 
Gerald R. Ford told newsmen after he 
and other GOP congressional leaders 
met with Nixon this morning that still 
further 
force 
reductions definitely 
were in the works. 
Nixon also told the leaders that Ameri­ 
can casualties were down by one-third 
and that Communist 
infiltration of the 
South was “ much 
lower.” The Presi­ 
dent said future troop withdrawals will 
depend on previously stated criteria: 
capability of South Vietnamese forces 
to take over more of the fighting forces, 
progress at the Paris talks, and reci­ 
procal action by Hanoi. 
South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu said in Saigon the new U.S. 
troop reduction was a “ measure of the 
progress” being 
made in strengthen­ 
ing Vietnamese forces. 
In Paris North Vietnamese 
negotia­ 
tors reacted to Nixon's announcement 
by repeating their former demand: "An 
immediate and complete 
withdrawal 
of all American troops.” 


Nixon 
recounted 
various moves he 
said his Administration 
had taken to 
end the war 
and said the United States 
was prepared to discuss and negotiate 
with the Communists on their demands 
as well as those of the allies. 
“The only item which is not negotia­ 
ble is the right of the people of South 
Vietnam to determine their own future, 
free of outside interference,” he said! 
Nixon 
Administration officials had 
indicated as recently as a few days ago 
that the President had not abandoned 
his expressed hope of withdrawing 100,- 
000 or more men by the end of this 
year. 
However, with the new withdrawal not 
to be completed until 10 days before 
Christmas, it appeared highly unlikely 
the 100,000 figure would be reached in 
the final two weeks of the year. 


The authorized 
Vietnam troop ceil­ 
ing at the start of this administration 
was 549,500. 
“ I have decided to reduce the autho­ 
rized troop ceiling in Vietnam to 484,- 
000 by Dec. 15,” the President said in 
a statement. 
He 
explained that under 
this new ceiling, “a minimum of 60,000 
troops will have been withdrawn from 
Vietnam by Dec. 15.” 
The new figure of 35,000 men to be 
pulled out - as well as the date for 
completion of the withdrawl — were dif­ 
ferent from the number and date men- 
tioned Monday in Saigon by South Viet­ 
nam’s vice president, Nguyen Cao Ky, 
Ky said 40,500 more Americans would 
be pulled out by the end of November. 
The White House said the total reduc­ 
tion in authorized troop strength by 
Dec. 15 would really amount to 65,500, 
but within the authorized ceiling all un- 
its are shown at 100 per cent strength.

—A new hydrogen weapon, be­ 
lieved to be one of the most 
powerful antim issile warheads 
ever tested, was touched off un­ 
derground today, swaying high- 
rise gambling resorts in Las Ve 
gas and jiggling seismographs 
coast to coast. 
The underground thermonu­ 
clear explosion, described by 
military experts as ' a future 
weapon 
very 
important 
to 
American security, carved 
a 
cavern almost 700 feet in diam­ 
eter and displaced 10 million 
tons of rock. 


A red frame shack containing 
triggering devices jumped 30 
feet into the air at shot time as 
the 100-foot instrument package 
was detonated 3,800 feet be­ 
neath the earth’s surface. 


The “ bargain basement deto­ 
nation,” budget at only $3 mil­ 
lion, was viewed by reporters 
on television monitors 12,000- 
foot from ground zero. A rolling 
1,500-foot high hill acted as a 
shield between the viewing point 
and the detonation site but the 
shock came as an abrupt jolt 
at that distance.

who said 
black 
applicants 
were 
not 
considered. 
The chief said his resignation 
was effective immediately. 
Stenzel, sobbing at one point 
as he read his resignation to a

Teachers favor strike, 
but not before spring

Teachers in the nation’s second 
largest school system Monday 
night 
authorized their union 
leaders to call a strike that 
could 
shut ' down 
the city’s 
elementary and high schools. 
But as classes began today 
for 
the 
fall 
sem ester, 
the 
Association 
of 
Classroom 
Teachers indicated that it was 
doubtful whether a strike would 
be called before the spring. 
The Associaton, representing 
19,200 of the city’s 25,000 public 
school teachers, said with 80 
per cent of the vote counted 
10,716 members voted in favor 
of authorizing a strike and 3,075 
voted against a walkout. 
The 
teachers, 
who 
are 
seeking pay increases about 
three tim es the 5 per cent raise 
voted 
by 
the 
Board 
of 
Education, already have sche­ 
duled 
a 
boycott 
of classes 
Thursday. 
The Associations 175-member 
representative assembly voted 
later Monday night to call a 
strike 
sometime during this 
school year “ at such time as 
conditions promise a successful 
result and all other means have 
been exhausted.” 
The 
assembly 
defeated 
a 
motion calling for an imme­ 
diate strike and a spokesman 
indicated that under the san c­ 
tioning 
conditions a walkout 
would 
not 
come during the 
current sem ester. 
“ If there is a strike anytime 
before the spring it would be 
unproductive,” said Ned Hop­ 
kins of the National Education 
Association, parent body of the 
ACT. 
The need of Los Angeles 
schools is 
for more money. 
That source of money is in the 
state capital. The legislature 
won’t be in session until the 
spring and therefore a strike 
here 
could not 
possibly in­ 
fluence the state legislature,” 
said Hopkins. 
The Board of Education also 
has appealed to Sacramento for 
state funds to flesh out the lean 
budget for the current school 
year. 
Further reason for not going 


on strike this sem ester, Hop­

SACRAMENTO (UPI)-When 
Alaska struck it rich with a 
$900 million oil sale last week 
many compared it to the $600 
million transaction in Califor­ 
nia’s Santa Barbara channel. 
There’s only one problem: 
the state of California didn’t 
get the $600 million. Not one 
dime of it. 
Although California since the 
1930s 
has received more than 
$188 million from state tideland 
leases-including some in the 
Santa 
Barbara channel—every 
cent 
from 
the 
huge, 
now 
controversial 1968 Santa Bar­ 
bara sale went to the federal 
government. 
That’s 
because 
the 
U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled in 1968 
that land in the Santa Barbara 
channel belonged to the federal 
government if it was more than 
three m iles from the mainland 
or 
any of the four offshore 
islands. 
Alaska was able to keep the 
$900 
million from 
the sale 
because all of its frozen leased 
land is owned by the state. 
California will receive no part 
of Alaska’s $900 million 
But 
Alaska, Iowa, Vermont, Califor­ 
nia and the rest of the 50 states 
indirectly 
divided 
the 
$600 
million from the Santa Barbara 
sale 
through expenditures by 
the federal government. 
The federal oil lands in the 
Santa 
Barbara 
channel 
this 
year were the site of a massive 
oil spill which clogged coastal 
beaches and waters and in­ 
spired 
heated 
criticism 
of 
national drilling regulations. 
Somewhat ironically, in fiscal 
1968-69 the state water quality 
control 
fund 
received 
$2.4 
million of the $45,655,746 the 
state netted from its 115 leases. 
The state water project was 
given $16 million, $ 2 4 .4 million 
was 
earmarked 
for 
public 
higher education construction, 
the feneral fund received $2.4 
million and the motor vehicle 
fund $450,000. 
Oil cities such as Long Beach 
also 
received benefits from 
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local 
taxes 
collected 
from 
petroleum producers. 
Some politicians would like to 
reap 
more 
revenue 
from 
California oil. 
For years liberal legislators 
such as Assemblyman John L. 
Burton, D-San Francisco, have 
been trying to impose a tax on 
the 
oil 
severed 
from 
the 
ground. 
Some lawmakers also would 
like to eliminate or at least 
reduce 
the 
27 
1-2 per cent 
depletion allowance oil compa­ 
nies now take. Reduction of the 
depletion allowance was pro­ 
posed 
in 
an 
Assembly 
tax 
reform 
plan during 
the last 
legislative 
session 
but 
the 
program never got out of its 
first committee. 
Alaska plans to invest its new 
wealth and use the interest to 
build up the fishing, lumber and 
tourist industries and construct

Instead they are charged with 
conspiracy to seize t h e build­ 
ings and 
kidnap and falsely 
imprison more than 30 adminis­ 
trators, faculty members and 
office personnel against their 
wills. The charges are felonies 
and 
carry 
possible 
prison 
term s. 
The two prosecutors, Deputy 
Dist. Attys. Vincent T. Bugliosi 
and 
David E . 
Kenner, 
have 
indicated 
they will argue that 
crim es committed on a campus 
should be handled no differently 
than crim inal acts taking place 
elsew here. 
Supporters of the 
defendants, all but two of them 
Negroes, 
contend 
that 
the 
dem onstrators had legitimate 
grievances and most of their 
demands have since been met 
by the state school’s adminis­ 
tration. 
They have asked for 
amnesty. 
Petitions 
with about 3,000 
names were submitted to Dist. 
Atty. Evelle J . Younger asking 
that “ in the interest of social 
justice and eliminating racism ” 
he drop the charges. 
Younger replied that he could 
not legally grant amnesty and 
in this particular case would 
not do so if he could.

Citizens want tax, 
foreign policy changes 


Californians want major ov­ 
erhauls of the federal tax struc­ 
ture and foreign policy, if citi­ 
zens in the 13th congressional 
district are a good gauge. 
According to the results of 
a questionaire circulated among 
his constitutents by Congress­ 
man Charles M. Teague (R- 
Los Angeles, Ventura, Santa 
Barbara!, citizens overwhelm­ 
ingly in favor of doing away 
with a few tax exemptions for 
the rich and making substantial 
changes in dealings with oth­ 
er countries. 


Answers were more widely 
distributed 
on questions con­ 
cerning the draft, oil explora­ 
tion in the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel, the Anti-Ballistic Missile 
System and Vietnam. 
More than 80 per cent of 
those filling out the questionaire 
said they would like to see the 
end of tax-exempt status for 
foundations, 
limitation of in­ 
come tax losses by a person 
or corporation if farming is 
not their principal occupation, 
and the payment of taxes by reli­ 
gious and charitable organiza­ 
tions on profits received from 
outside business activities. 


Surprisingly, only 61 per cent 
voted to eliminate the surtax 
this year. Those voting in fav­ 
or of keeping it, 30 per cent, 
apparently felt President Nix­ 
on is correct in saying he 
needs it for awhile longer to 
fight inflation. 
More than 60 per cent were 
in favor of lowering the oil de­ 
pletion allowance and 22 per 
cent were against it. There 
were 14 per cent undecided on 
this issue, the highest rate of 
indecision on any of the ques­ 
tions asked. 


On the question of whether or 
not the $600 personal exemp­ 
tion should be increased, 76 
per cent voted yes and 21 per 
cent no. 
Teague’s constituents voted 
overwhelmingly to endeavor to 
develop cooperation with the 
Soviet Union in the areas of 
trade, 
peacekeeping 
and so 
forth. There were 79 per cent 
in favor of this and only 18 per

MERLIN, ORE. - We never 
thought there would come a day 
when we would have to break 
the ice to get the morning cof­ 
fee going! That is just what 
happened on our current trip. 
We have given up any ideas of 
going any further north than 
Bend, Ore. 
Bend was reported to have 
been 23 degrees, with frost, at 
night. From all reports, oth­ 
er spots on our projected itin- 
ery were equally artic at night. 
The days are wonderful but by 
six in the evening we began to 
shiver in our foul weather gear. 
As reported earlier, we ar­ 
rived at Corning, Calif, a plea­ 
sant 
95 degrees with fairly 
warm night temperature and 
left the next morning for a won­ 
derful 
run through the moun­ 
tains with a stop near Dunsmuir 
for lunch. 
In the early evening we reach­ 
ed La Pine, and after taking on 
stores, at strictly tourist pric­ 
es, we headed for Cow Camp, 
one of the many free camping 
areas in the Deschutes Forest. 
As we said before, everything 
was fine until the late evening 
when it chilled. We had been 
warned in advance to expect 
cold weather and had suitable 
clothing. But we found the only 
way to keep warm was simply 
to go to bed early. 
The morning hours proved to 
be another matter, as we had 
to wait until around 10 a.m. be­ 
fore the frost began to dis­ 
solve under a rather weak sun.

We were lucky to get 
one, as all they had was one with­ 
out kitchen facilities. 


We managed with that since 
our Volkswagen ‘ kricket” had 
already been loaded with food 
and we were in business, eating 
at the public camp ground and 
returning to our cabin for a 
warm night’s sleep with a well- 
stocked fire blazing through 
the night.

The water is chrys- 
tal clear and stealhead are now 
moving upstream but are very 
wary and the usual terminal 
tackle is on a two pound test 
leader. 
Imagine how a five pound fish 
must be handled to even get it 
near the landing net! We did 
not get one, in fact we didn’t 
even have a try, as it entail­ 
ed some heavy wading into and 
above the riffles — a task we 
have long since learned is for a 
younger man! 
We went throughGrants Pass, 
which was enjoying 95 degree 
weather in the afternoon, and 
down the river, past Hellsgate 
Canyon 
Bridge to the camp 
ground of Indian Mary, a coun­ 
ty - operated recreation area. 
It was one of the best we had 
seen in our travels. Prices were 
extremely reasonable and we 
can highly recommend this 
camp which is some ten miles 
from Merlin. 
Our type of fishing was on 
the slow side. By that we mean 
trout. It seems the trout have 
gone downstream where they 
will apparently reside to re­ 
turn as stealhead. In the case 
of salmon, go to sea when they 
are about ten inches long and 
stay at some unknown spot until 
they are ready to return to the 
water in which they were spawn­ 
ed to propogate their species 
and die. No doubt the expres­ 
sion “ poor fish” must have 
eminated from the tragic life 
of a salmon. 
We are writing this column 
from Indian Mary, doing little 
else but lying around as trout 
fishing is nil. So far we have 
caught three — all of four inch­ 
es long! But to us, fishing is 
not everything and life is very 
enjoyable 
in our method of 
transportation. 
We can safely say that our 
Volkswagen camper is a mar­ 
velous way to enjoy a journey. 
It is economical to operate and 
just as easy and comfortable to 
ride as a bigger car. The tent 
which comes in it (although it 
still does not go up in the pre­ 
scribed 15 minutes') is a great 
addition to the facility when it 
is finally up as all spare gear 
can be put away in it out of the 
way. 
While we don’t usually root 
for any special types of mer­ 
chandise, we do feel that a pub­ 
lication, “ Henning’s Guide to 
the Northwest,” is an article 
which no traveler in this area 
can do without. It is one of 
the most comprehensive guides 
to this part of the world that 
we have so far run into.

Lompoc and Cabrillo varsity

ium field. “ We still have a lot 
of work to do before Friday, 
improving our offensive polish. 
We held two players (center 
Dave Guiel and defensive nose 
guard Howard Kluge) out of 
the scrimmage because of in- 
mries and had to go with play­ 
ers with less experience at 
those positions. 
“ But both should be back 
this week and will fill in the 
gaps that we had Saturday. The 
thing that we were the most 
pleased with was the way in 
which we were able to move the 
ball on offense. Basically Cab­ 
rillo has been a fullback orient­ 
ed team. This year we feel we 
have the quality of players at 
halfback to complement (Don) 
Willis at fullback. As a result 
we worked mostly with them, 
only running a few fullback 
plays. 
“ Cecil Gordon,” a sophomore 
halfback, dominated our stats 
getting 166 yards— including 
two long touchdown runs of about 
60 yards each while Rick Mar- 
tinich (seven for 55 yards) and 
Alfred Drake (nine for 67) also 
ran with the ball pretty well. 
Our other halfback, Paul Duell, 
only had two carries (45 yards) 
but he had a slightly sprained 
ankle and we didn’t use him any 
more after that because he was 
hampered. 
‘ ‘One area with which we were 
concerned was that of the num­ 
ber of penalties which we had. 
That shows the fact that we need 
to work on the timing and polish 
because, as an example, we had 
a 37-yard touchdown by Drake 
called back.” 
Spriull, who pitted the de­ 
fense against the offense in Sat­ 
urday night’s intra-squad battle 
at Huyck Stadium, indicated op­ 
timism as he Braves

“ We wanted to work pri­

Barry may spend cage 
season in law courts

Instead of pursuing his career 
on a basketball court next 
season, Rick Barry may find 
himself spending more time in 
a court of law.

In addition, Foreman's suit 
asks for $10 million punitive 
damages from the Warriors for 
“ intentional and malicious con­ 
duct” in signing Barry to the 
contract when he was not free 
to do so. 
The suit said Barry, who 
starred 
with 
the 
Warriors 
before moving t" the ABa , has 
three years left cn his contract 
and added that he would not 
even be«pn Ids option year until 
1971-72. 
Foreman purchased the Oaks 
franchise 
last month for a 
reported $2.6 million and was 
quoted then that he went high 
because he felt he was also 
securing the services of Barry. 


Neither Barry nor his attor­ 
neys had any comment on the 
latest court action. 
Franklin Mieuli, owner of the 
Warriors, 
however, 
said he 
signed Barry because “ our 
understanding is that we were 
legally in our rights to do so.” 
“ Barry came to us and told 
us he was free to sign with 
anyone when the Oaks were 
sold,” Mieuli said. “ On that 
premise, which was reviewed 
thoroughly by his attorneys and 
with them present, we then 
signed Rick to a five-year 
contract.” 
An affidavit was attached to 
Foreman's complaint in which 
he listed times and places he 
talked with Barry in an effort 
to 
get 
him 
to honor 
his 
contract, which Foreman said 
“ was assignable upon sale of 
the Oakland franchise.” 
In a meeting with Barry in 
Los Angeles, Foreman pointed 
out Rick told him he planned

Carlton unable 
to stop Mets

Add Steve Carlton of the St. 
Louis Cardinals to baseball’s 
list of magnificent losers-guys 
like 
Harvey 
Haddix, 
Ken 
Johnson and, yes, Bob Feller. 
And then add Ron Swoboda to 
the New York Mets’ list of 1969 
heroes-that improbable group 
which showed 
Monday night 
how a team can commit four 
errors and suffer 19 strikeouts 
while winning, 4-3, and increas­ 
ing their lead in the National 
League’s Division to 4V2 games. 
A 24-year-old left - hander 
from Miami, Fla., Carlton set a 
major league record for a nine- 
inning game by striking out 19 
Mets-but lost the game on a 
pair of two-run homers by 
Swoboda. 
Carlton’s feat 
erased the 
previous record of 18 strike­ 
outs set by Feller in a losing ef­ 
fort against the Detroit Tigers 
in 1938 and equalled twice by 
Sandy 
Koufax 
of 
the 
Los 
Angeles Dodgers and once by 
Don Wilson of the Houston 
Astros. Charles Sweeney pitch­ 
ing for providence in 1884, is 
the only other pitcher who ever 
struck out 19 batters in a nine- 
inning game. 
Like Feller, Carlton was a 
loser in his masterpiece and 
undoubtedly 
can 
sympathize 
with such other magnificient 
losers as Haddix and Johnson. 
Haddix 
pitched 
12 
perfect 
innings for Pittsburgh against 
Milwaukee in 1959 but lost the 
game in the 13th inning and 
Johnson pitched a nine-inning 
no-hitter for Houston but lost to 
Cincinnati in 1964. 
Swoboda, who also struck out 
twice, hit his first homer in the 
fourth 
inning and connected 
again in the eighth to overcome 
a 3-2 St. 
Louis lead. The 
homers followed the only two 
walks issued by Carlton-one to 
Donn Clendenon and the other 
to Tommie Agee. 
Carlton, who has a 16-10 
record and leads the NL in 
earned 
run average, climaxed 
his record-setting performance 
by striking out relief pitcher 
tug McGraw, Bud Harrelson 
and Amos Otis in the ninth. 
McGraw, 
who shut out the 
Cardinals in the last three 
innings, received credit for his 
eighth victory against three 
losses. 
The victory enabled the Mets 
to pick up a full game on the 
Chicago Cubs, who suffered 
their 11th loss in 12 games 
when they were beaten by the 
Montreal Expos 8-2. Ron Fairly 
drove 
in four runs with a 
homer and two doubles and 
rookie Mike Wegener pitched a 
three-hitter for the Expos. Dick 
Selma 
dropped 
his 
eighth 
decision for the Cubs. 
The San Francisco Giants 
defeated the Atlanta Braves, 4- 
1, and the Cincinnati Reds beat 
the Los Angeles Dodgers4-1, to 
further tighten the Western 
Division race. The Braves lead 
with a .554 percentage followed 
by the Giants at .551, the Reds 
at .549 and the Dodgers at .545. 
The 
San 
Diego 
Padres 
downed the Houston Astros, 5-3, 
and the Philadelphia Phillies 
swept the Pittsburgh Pirates, 2- 
1 and 4-3, in other NL games. 


Top hunting 
seen for 
late opener 


“ Go north, young man” might 
be good advice for California 
deer hunters for the late sea­ 
sons opening Saturday, the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game re­ 
ports. 
Field reports from DFG wild­ 
life managers indicate hunting 
generally should be slightly bet­ 
ter than a year ago, particularly 
in some areas in the northern 
Cascade and Sierra mountain 
ranges. The exceptions are the 
Mono-Inyo area and the west 
slope of the south-central Sier­ 
ra. 
AH areas uniformly report 
deer in good to excellent condi­ 
tion 
but 
widely 
scattered 
because of abundant forage and 
water resulting from heavy rain 
and snow last winter and spring. 
On a county* by-county basis, 
13 reported prospects improv­ 
ed, 10 expected a kill about equal 
to last year’s and 10 forecast 
poorer results than a year ago.

Marciano and two others flying 
in a private plane over Iowa. 
“ You’re losing a fine human 
being when you lose a Rocky 
Marciano. Besides that, you’re 
losing 
a personality. Sports 
can’t afford to lose a Marciano. 
There aren’t enough like him to 
go around.” 
Did the disaster have some 
added 
impact 
for 
McLain 
because he’s always hopping 
around the country himself or 
possibly because he felt some 
kind of athlete-to-athlete kinship 
with Marciano? 
“ No, that wasn’t it,” McLain 
says. “ Look, things like that 


are gonna happen. That doesn’t 
mean I’m gonna be afraid to 
fly. 1 don’t think of it in that 
connection. 
One 
thing 
has 
nothing to do with the other. 
Who knows what went wrong 
there? It may have been a 
weather condition. I don’t know 
if it was pilot error or not. He 
may have leaned his engine 
out, which means he may have 
not had the proper fuel, a rich 
enough mixture, and that could 
have caused a stall. But I’m 
sure 
the 
FAA 
already has 
checked that out. 


“ Flying is simply common 
sense. What I’m saying is that 
there are proper procedures for 
flying and when you vary these 
procedures, you’re liable to get 
into trouble. You don’t go out 
there and challenge thunder­ 
storms. I don’t, anyway.” 
McLain has logged more than 
600 hours piloting time since 
April, and he has been as busy 
on the ground as he has been in 
the sky.

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The Constitution 


Today begins National Constitution Week and the Captain 
Henry Sweetser Chapter of the National Society of the Daugh­ 
ters of the American Revolution remind us what the Consti­ 
tution means to us. 
It establishes for us a stable and responsible government. 
It makes us a citizen of the United States, if native bom. 
It gives us citizenship, if foreign born, on complying with 
liberal naturalization laws. 
It allows us a voice in the government through the officials 
whom we help to elect. 
It guarantees us life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
It defends our rights even against the government itself. 
It makes us equal with all men before the law. 
It confirms our religious freedom, and liberty of conscience. 
It accords us free, lawful speech. 
It guarantees us the right of peaceable assembly. 
It permits us to petition the government to right our wrongs. 
It guards our property rights. 
It prohibits the government from taking our property without 
due process of law. 
It lets us hold any office in the gift of the nation for which 
we are qualified. 
It enables us to become a citizen of any state. 
It prevents us from being held to answer to a complaint

unless we have been lawfully accused. 
It insures our right of trial by jury of our fellow men. 
It grants us the right of habeas corpus, that is, the right 
to know why one is held a prisoner. 
It assures us a speedy trial. 
It permits our having counsel for defense. 
It prevents our being tried again if once acquitted. 
It permits us to have a trial in the state and district in 
which one may be charged with an offense against the laws. 
It lends us the power of government to compel witnesses 
to appear in our behalf. 
It relieves us from compulsion to testify against oneself. 
It forbids excessive bail. 
It forbids excessive fines or cruel punishment. 
It protects us from slavery in any form. 
It keeps any state from depriving us of our constitutional 
rights. 
It sanctions our bearing arms for the protection of our life 
and home. 
It secures our home from search except by lawful warrant. 
It guarantees us that the legal obligation of contracts shall 
not be impaired. 
It permits us to participate in amendment of the Constitu­ 
tion from time to time. 


Clamor in the ranks 


Local school teachers give every sign 
of being on the threshhold of a new 
militancy in their approach to their pro­ 
fessional role as teachers of the com­ 
munity’s young. 
A couple of weeks ago the teachers 
meeting under the 
aegis of Lompoc Ed­ 
ucation Association 
deferred acting on a 
proi>osal that would 
have created the full­ 
time post of execu­ 
tive secretary. 
There w e r e also 
proposals for the hir­ 
ing of a California 
Teachers 
Associa­ 
tion staff person; and one to free the 
president of LEA from his teaching duties 
and his salary to be paid by LEA. 
Teachers generally and more specific­ 
ally the teachers who have served on the 
negotiating body make no bones about 
the clamor from the ranks. One teacher 
told this reporter last year that he 
didn’t know whether he could get the rank 
and file to go along with the negotiated 
salary proposals or not. He said that on 
one or two occasions he had been al­ 
most shouted down when he gave a re- 
I>ort outlining the progress that had been 
made up to that time in the negotia­ 
tions. 
The proposals were based on 15 points: 
—“ You would receive salary increases 
through the efforts of this person. 
—“ He would assist in the betterment 
of our community image. 
—“ He would be the representative for 
the teachers by the skillful use of ra­ 
dio and newspaper to communicate abet- 
ter image. 


—“ Membership to service organiza­ 
tions would be provided. 
—“ He would be available for state, 
county and community meetings which he 
would attend. 
—“This person is in a position to stand 
behind you by presenting your point of 
view on grievances, working conditions, 
negotiations, etc. 
—“ Under our present system we can­ 
not meet the demands of meeting your 
individual needs. 
— ‘Each of you would receive a more 
detailed evplanation of services offered 
by CTA (entertainment, insurance, etc.l 
—“ This person would be your full-time 
representative rather than a quarter­ 
time representative. He would be a mid­ 
dle man whose job would not be jeopard­ 
ized. Administrative decisions would not 
affect him. 
—“ This person releases the president 
to visit you at your school and hear 
problems expressed by you. 
- “ This person is a better informed 
full-time individual so he could secure 
advantages locally for you. 
—“ Negotiations time: Due to the fact 
that he has established himself in the 
community, he will gain advantages. 
—“ This person provides representa­ 
tion during the summer months when 
teachers are not available. 
—“ This person could provide repre­ 
sentation at district level meetings. 
—“ With legal background this person 
would protect your individual rights. He 
would interpret the Educational Code. 
He would advise us to infringements.” 
Relations between teachers on the one 
hand and the administrative staff and the 
school board on the other have been very 
good over the years. The rumbles from 


the ranks, however, have been getting 
louder in the past few years. One teach­ 
er went so far as to charge that a min­ 
ority of a few teachers with only brief 
time in the district were trying to move 
the teacher ranks into a more militant 
position. 
The teacher realm is fertile ground 
for the argument that salaries should be 
more in line with remuneration in other 
professional fields. There are also the 
issues of tenure, of merit pay, of leave 
of absence, and others that have rankled 
the collective teacher conscience. 
Most of the issues really dig into 
the changing attitude toward the role 
played by a teacher, his rights and his 
strength. A couple of years ago this re­ 
porter recalls reading an NEA editorial 
calling for the creation of a lobby “ sec­ 
ond to none in America. ” 
Very little of all that has been seen 
in Lompoc, but the times may be chang­ 
ing.

Kennedy delay damaging 


the movements 
Kennedy’s pro- 


This past June the Christian Science 
Monitor polled 100 Democratic national 
committeemen and state chairmen asking 
who would get the 1972 presidential nom­ 
ination. They were almost unanimously 
for Sen. Edward M. Kennedy as the most 
likely choice. 
Now, 
after 
Chappaquiddick 
and 
the September 3 Kennedy plea to post­ 
pone the inquest, the paper’s second poll 
of the same 100 Democratic professionals 
finds 40 for Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, 
the attractive, low-key moderate from 
Maine; 16 for a repeat performance by 
Hubert H. Humphrey, and a mere five 
for Edward Kennedy. 


They agreed, moreover,'that Mr. Ken­ 
nedy has incredibly and disastrously 
compounded his own problem. Why? 
Today’s 
machinery 
of 
justice 
disgusts millions — the delays in the 
Ruby, Sirhan, King, and other cases and 
now Mr. Kennedy’s utilization of delays. 
The pros insist that Mr.Kennedy must 
know that no attitude could be more 
damaging. 


They endorse able 
New York Times edi­ 
tor James Reston’s 
finding that the pub­ 
lic is bitterly suspic­ 
ious that 
the tec fi­ 
nicalities of the law 
are often used not to 
bring about justice 
but to evade it; that 
there is one law for 
the rich and another 
for the poor who have 
no money, cannot buy clever lawyers 
and have no influence. 
A politician lives by 
of public opinion. Mr. 
blem, as Mr. Reston points out and the 
100 Democratic professionals apparent­ 
ly agree, is not primarily with the courts 
of Massachusetts but with the court of 
public opinion. Obviously, the organized, 
unanimous silence enforced from the 
very beginning and the delays are des­ 
tructive— lethal— to Mr. Kennedy. The 
pros regard his choice of this course as 
the most significant thing of all. 
Their 
inevitable 
assumption — and 
fear — is that facts still unrevealed 
have driven Mr. Kennedy and his at­ 
torneys to this desperate course. 
As for alternatives to Mr. Kennedy, 
the pros appear such that Mr. Humph­ 
rey can win the Senate seat Eugene J. 
McCarthy surrenders next year. This 
would give Mr. Humphrey a platform 
as early as 1970. He is also entitled, 
as titular head of the party, to use the 
Democratic National Committee’s se r­ 
vices. In addition, he enjoys the sup­ 
port of the AFL-CIO’s Committee on 
Political Education (COPE) that threw 
$30 million and 250,000 precinct work­ 
ers into Mr. Humphrey’s attempt to de* 
feat Richard M. Nixon. 
To many outsiders Mr. Humphrey 
seems to be probing his future like 
the driver who twists his toes on the 
high board to make sure there is some­ 
thing solid under him before he leaps. 
But the pros find Mr. Humphrey already 
off the board and arched in the air— 
and very busy. 
Theodore Van Dyk, a chief 1968 Hum­ 
phrey aide, has left a top Columbia 
University post to return to Washington 
for Mr. Humphrey. Others are quietly 
returning. Behind the scenes, Mr. Hum­ 
phrey himself most certainly is not 
holding back until the 1972 situation be­ 
comes less blurred. 
Senator Muskie, in turn, easily the 
front runner in the poll, gained national 
recognition in the 1968 campaign and is 
better liked by the pros. He has not ruf­ 
fled many feathers. He has long refused 
to expose himself to conflict and opposi­ 
tion by exerting any leadership in im­ 
portant issues in the Senate. In avoid­ 
ing criticism he has never broken a lance 
for an unpopular cause or allowed him­ 
self in any way to be a fighter in the 
Senate. 
Politics is a business of assimilation, 
not elimination. Mr. Muskie, the pros 
feel, can spread a big tent over the 
many dissidents and factions in their 
party. 
With doubtful wisdom so far in ad­ 
vance in 1972, the 1968 Kennedy favor­ 


ite, Sen. George McGovern, is loudly— 
probably much to loudly— pumping on 
the organ of his presidential interests. 
Form er ADA Chairman J. Kenneth Gal­ 
braith, Arthur Schlessinger Jr. and oth­ 
ers are supporting him, which is as close 
to the kiss of death as you can get. But 
Democratic pros seldom ever discuss 
Mr. McGovern, and when they do it is 
chiefly to list their objections to him. 
They do not believe anything can con­ 


ceivably compensate for Mr. McGov­ 
ern’s lack of force, and insist that fur­ 
ther public exposure would only bring 
more into the open his far-out-in-left 
field views. 
In fact, not a single one of the 100 
Democratic professionals polled was 
for 1968 Kennedy candidate George Mc­ 
Govern.

Preserves again 


County officials close to the agricul­ 
tural preserve problem frankly admit 
that there could be a giant new rush of 
applications for preserves by late fall. 
Twenty-six preserves taking in 134,- 
552 acres of land, much of it in Santa 
Ynez Valley and most of it in non-prime 
land, have been set up, with 14 other 
applications awaiting clearance. 
On both the Board of Supervisors and 
the County Agricultural Preserve Advis­ 
ory Committee are members who feel the 
big new rush is likely to come princi­ 
pally from Lompoc Valley. 


This could occur at any time, but 
could gather most momentum, it is felt, 
when and if the county supervisors in­ 
dicate they may lift the present mora­ 
torium on preserves early in November. 
The supervisors at their Nov. 3 ses­ 
sion will presumably decide whether to 
lift the moratorium or continue with it. 
It has been in effect since early this 
year. 


Majority views on both the Board of 
Supervisors and the County Planning 
Commission favoring continuation of the 
program appear unchanged at this time. 
But the situation could swing the other 
way, it is conceded. Future concensus, 
it is agreed, will depend on two things: 
—Factual information to be given the 
supervisors by the County Agricultural 
Preserve Advisory Committee as to gen­ 
eral impact of the program thus far on 
taxing districts and in other ways.' 
—State trends that will probably be 
made apparent in the program. These 
may show up at the state - wide Con­ 
ference on Valuation of Land for Open 
Spaces to be held Sept. 18 and 19 in the 


County Administration Building in Santa 
Barbara. 
The two-day conference is expected to 
attract more than 150 persons from most 
California counties. They will include 
“ knowledgeable professionals, public of­ 
ficials, and involved land owners,” said 
County Farm Advisor George E. Good- 
all, who heads the County Agricultural 
Preserve Advisory Committee. 
The 
conference frankly will “ seek 
more appropriate methods for valuing 
open space lands, particularly those in 
agricultural preserves,” said Goodall. 
The advisory committee is slated to 
draw up a preliminary report for the 
supervisors on the program’s impact to 
date, then carry on with a final re­ 
port to be handed the board prior to its 
Nov. 3 meeting. 
The big new rush to get into agricul­ 
tural preserves has been expected ever 
since the county assessor continued this 
year to raise tax assessments to a much 
higher level on agricultural lands than 
formerly. Those hit hardest were those 
not 
in agricultural preserves. This 
brought on a “ tax revolt” among ranch­ 
ers and farm ers in Lompoc Valley and 
some adjoining areas. Their bid for a tax 
moratorium this year has been studied 
by the county counsel’s office. 


But other areas in addition to Lompoc 
Valley are expected to contribute many 
more 
applications for preserves. Con­ 
tinued interest in getting into preserves 
comes from Santa Ynez Valley. Three 
of the last four applications come from 
the Chamberlin family there which al­ 
ready has much land in preserves, with 
the fourth from Los Alamos area.
